A former  BYU  student,  Dr.  Ed- 
win Brown  Firmage,  has  been 
selected  by  Vice  President  Hubert 
Humphrey  to  serve  as  his  aide. 

FIRMAGE  IS  currently  an  assist- 
ant professor  of  law  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Missouri  Law  School  and 
has  also  taught  at  Columbia. 

He  was  one  of  15  chosen  for 
White  House  fellowships  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson  from  among  4,000  ap- 
plicants for  the  program  which  was 
inaugurated  last  year. 

THE  PROGRAM  is  designed  to 
give  outstanding  persons  a work- 
ing knowledge  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment at  the  highest  level.  One 
winner  is  assigned  to  each  Cabinet 
officer,  four  members  of  the  White 
House  Staff  and  to  the  vice  presi- 
dent. 

Dr.  Firmage,  a native  of  Provo, 
graduated  summa  cum  lauda  from 
BYU  with  a degree  in  political  sci- 
ence in  1960.  He  received  the  Na- 
tional Honor  Scholarship  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  Law  Review 
and  graduated  with  his  doctorate 
there  in  1963. 

He  will  work  on  the  President’s 
legislative  program  and  do  some 
research  on  urban  affairs.

TOKYO,  (AP) — Red  China  called  Thursday  for  a thor- 
ough reorganization  of  the  United  Nations  “to  get  rid  of  U.  S. 
bmination.”  It  also  suggested  the  creation  of  a new  world 
pdy  to  oppose  the  U.  N. 

Defense  Manpower  Program  Shuffled 

WASHINGTON,  (AFPS) — A manpower  reapportionment 
fogram  involving  75,000  military  assignments  has  been  an- 
nounced by  Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  to 
.feed  up  and  reduce  the  cost  of  the  nation’s  military  buildup. 

Initial  phase  of  the  program  involves  hiring  60,000  civil- 
ms  during  1966  to  do  civilian  type  jobs  now  being  done  by 
5,000  military  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  non-combat  sup- 
port assignments. 


Viet  Cong  On  Move; 
U.  S.  Bombers  Strike 


NEW  DELHI,  India,  (AP)  — A 
cease-fire  took  effect  at  3:30  a.m. 
Indian  time  Thursday  in  the  India- 
Pakistan  war  that  had  threatened 
to  engulf  Asia. 

Hours  before  the  scheduled  time 
for  the  end  of  hostilities  military 
radios  crackled  out  orders  to  troops 
of  India  and  Pakistan  to  stop  the 
shooting  in  accordance  with  the 
agreement  reached  by  the  United 
Nations  Security  Council  in  New 
York  early  Wednesday. 

There  were  no  immediate  reports 
of  violations  of  the  cease-fire.  But 
a few  hours  before  the  deadline, ; 
India  accused  Pakistan  of  bombing 
the  holy  city  of  Amritsar  early 
Wednesday  and  killing  42  civilians 
there. 

In  a letter  to  U.  N.  Secretary- 
General  U Thant,  Indian  Ambassa- 
dor G.  Parthasarathy  termed  the 
reported  attack  a “serious  and  das- 
tardly violation”  of  the  truce  agree- 
ment. 

Amritsar;  the  Golden  Temple

In  order  to  help  students  through 
this  scramble,  Bookstore  manager 
Ivan  Sanderson  has  released  the 
following  information  outlining 
Bookstore  policies  and  procedures 
for  buying  books. 


ALL  TEXTBOOKS  ARE  located 
on  the  second  floor  of  the  Book- 
store and  are  grouped  under  de- 
partments, such  as  Art,  Business 
Management,  Nursing,  etc. 


Under  these  headings,  the  books 
are  located  according:  to  the 
course  number,  such  as  Art  201, 
206,  210,  etc.,  except  for  course 
numbers  in  the  one  hundred  series. 
Books  for  these  courses  are  group- 
ed separately  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  second  floor. 


THERE  IS  A shelf  tag  for  each 
book  giving  the  course  number,  au- 
thor, and  title.  Required  books 
have  white  tags  and  recommend- 
ed books  have  pink  tags. 


No  book  list  is  necessary  since 
all  information  is  on  the  textbook 
shelves,  but  an  information  count- 
er is  located  in  the  southwest  corn- 
er of  the  book  floor  to  help  those 
who  need  it. 


AFTER  A BOOK  has  been 
bought,  it  may  be  returned  on  the 
following  conditions:
